Of what use are parks, what are th 
ends to be gained by parks, and how d 
the various kinds-of parks differ? I 
is my purpose to briefly outline a fe\ 
underlying principles which determin 
the character, location and size o 
parks, and in so doing innumcrate th 
advantages which Pierce Park of thi 
city will offer to those who will tak 
advantage of its existence. 


In the reservation of land for park 


and other open spaces it should hi 
clearly understood that the end 
i-= 


not primarily, to beautify, nor to add 
luxury to a 'city's possessions. 
On 


the contrary it is the profoundly im 
portant matter of securing ' cssentia 
recreation for the city's population 
and a reasonably high standard for 
•property development. Without rescr 
vations for parks, playgrounds, etc. 
and the proper plotting of streets anc 
parkways, the mere influential 
anr 


independent citizens will go beyom 
the city's limits to^more pleasant reg- 
ions where they will secwre the pleas- 
ant prospect appropriate to a region 
of homes. 


These are the facts which people in 


cities which have passed through the 
•experience of park reservations, ha\-c 
learned to appreciate. Park reserva- 
tions serve distinctly practically pur- 
poses, providing 6pportunitics for out- 
door life and an element of perman 
ance to a neighborhood.

Even the Jews can afford 
to be magnanimous in this respect, not- 
withstanding his attempt to disclaim re- 
sponsibility for the article if not the pol- 
icy and his professions of ignorance 
are hardly supported by the facts. 
The 


incident goes to show that however pow- 
erful or however/plausible racial and re- 
ligious persecution may be, it cannot pre- 
vail in this country. 
The collapse and 


downfall of the Ku Klux Klan was in- 
evitable; so with all religious and racial 
intolerance. Not only does the constitu- 
tion guarantee religious-and racial free- 
dom, but that freedom must be preserved 
by the spirit of American institutions and 
American society if the nation is to sur- 
vive. 


It is evident that Mr. Ford's" misdirect- 


ed anti-Jewish campaign was the result of 
colossal ego: either that or an amazing 
acceptance of misinformation and 
bad 


advice. 


FRONT DOOR STICK-UPS 


When robbers come to your front door, 


ring the bell, and command you to "stick 
'em up,'' it would seem that we had about 
reached the limit in .crass crook nerve. 
Just this thing happened in New York 
the other day. Fortunately, the intended 
victim of the stick-up was a policeman 
who was able to swing his right with dis- 
astrous effect and send the sticker-up 
sprawling. 


If this hold-up is a sign of the time, 


telling us which way the wind is blowing 
and what we are coming to in modern so- 
ciety, we had best begin to prepare for it.

IODIN IN THE WATER 


Dr. George AV. Golcr. famous health officer of 


Rochester. N. V.. was the first health authority to 
propose and put into effect the iodization of a pub- 
lic water supply for the prevention of simple goiter 
The lodlzation of the municipal water was begun 
in Rochester In 1923. and has been regularly* dont, 
twice a year since then. At-present the Rochester 
health leader makes 21 applications of sodium lodid 
twice a year, each of 16.6 pounds of sodium lodid 
in May-June and acain In October-November. In 
the first week the sodium iodid is added daily, there- 
after every other day until 21 applications have been 
made. Thus a concentration of from 14 to-28 partf 
of iodin per billion is obtained in the water, and 
this is even for all parts of the city. 
Estimating 


from the population of Rochester and the quantity 
of water the average person drinks, this would give 
each person slichtly over 3 milligrams of ioelln in 
tha course of a year. Authorities agree that this 
quantity of iodin is well within the normal or nat- 
ural iodin ration that Is essential for health, not to 
mention the prevention-of goiter. 


When they started the iodization of the Rochester 


water supply there were 3.S44 children In the city 
with goiter. In two years this was reduced to 2,010. 
In Rochester the use of iodized table salt has been 
recommended to the ppoole. and this may be a fac- 
tor, as well as the iodization of the water, in the 
reduction of the prevalence of goiter there. 


All kinds of objections have been raised to the 


custom of addinc: iodin to the public water supply, 
and some of them were sound enough. 


One objection is that the drinking of iodized water 


may be harmful to persons who already have goi- 
ter especially of the toxic of exophthalmic type, or 
in hyp.erthryoidism. 
In the opinion of Dr. C. H. 


Mayo, there is no type of goiter which would be in- 
jured by the small amount of iodin obtained from 
the water so iodized, and no risk whatever in such 
cases. 


Notwithstanding: the fancied effect on the taste 


of the water this iodization of drinking water posi- 
tively does not alter the taste. People often"imagine 
they taste iodin in drinking water when or where 
no iodin Js ever used. 


Of course only a small, proportion of the public 


water supply is used for drinking. All of the water 
used for bathing, laundry, sprinkling lawns or gar- 
dens, is wasted, or rather the iodin is wasted .but 
only for human welfare. The iodin in this water 
eventually serves a good purpose in plant and ani- 
mal economy. Even the portion that goes into the 
sewer eventually nre\-ents eroiter in fish. Rochester 
has spent approximately $3.000 a year in iodizing 
-the public water supply, an annual per capita cost 
of 1 cent. Who can complain of such expense? So- 
dium iodid costs S4.30 a pound'delivered in Roches- 
ter. 


One busy propagandist broadcasts lengthy and in- 


volved discussions of the undesirable chemical re- 
action between iodin and chlorin." in natural water 
or water disinfected by chlorin. It is not improbable 
that some reaction between these may free the io- 
din and so it may combine with organic matter in 
the water and lose some of its prophylactic value, 
but this is nothing to hold against iodizatioil of the 
water supply. 


Other towns and cities are now iodizing the pub- 


lic water supply o rconsidering the advisabil'ty of 
adopting the nractice. It would seem an excellent 
practice for nlbst communities.

New Haying Method Used / 
In Hortonville Vicinity

Hortonvfllc—Alfalfa is scarce in this 


vicinity bat there never was a bettor 
crop of alsike clover than the fields 
produced this jvar. in the opinion of 
fanners who arc in the midst of hay- 
ing. 


In the old method of curinc hay, 


the grass is cut and left until the sur- 
face of the swarth is dry. The grass 
is then turned with pitchforks or tos- 
j*»d in the air with a horse-drawn led- 
dcr. After farther dryinsr. it is raked 
into windrows with a sulky rake. The 
windrows often are turned and the 
grass scattered if the drying is slow. 
Then during; Ox> best hay-curing part 
of the day the hay is stacked in cocks 
to sweat and later it is pitched on the 
load by hand,and hauled to Ihc now. 


In the new method, the grass Js cut 


the same as in the old method, but is 
left In the swarth a short lime to give 
the upper surface a chance to dry in 
the sun and air. The swarth 3s raked - 
•.vith a side delivery rak« that turns 
•3lc blossoms and leaves to tho center j 
>f a fluffy windrow with th" butts of! 
Ihe sterns protruding. Th«* n"w rfd" i 
delivery rake has no beaters Jo thrash

on the ground. In rolls the swarth 
gently into a loose windrow in the 
best possible shape to trurc.

road school which opened Tuesday at 
the Brown-co courthouse. Green Bay. 
Between two and three hundred load 
u-orkers nnd officials were present at 
the opening meeting. The school was 
called by O. C. Rollman. dhisional 
highway Engineer. Outagamie. Brown. 
Oconto. Marinettc. Shawano. \\innc- 
bago. Kcwaunee. Manitowoc. Calumet 
and Door-cos are represented. 


The road school dealt only with the 


outstanding features of highway con- 
struction and maintenance. The ma- 
jority of the men present were pa- 
trolmen who had come to learn more 
about their own part of the highway 
work. 
_ .. 
State Construction Engineer t. -M. 


Balsley. Madison, spoke on the receiu 
changes and advances m 
highway 


construction, and on the methods em- 
pioved in the construction of gravel 
and concrete roads. He spoke of the 
advance that have been made in tne 
last few years of highway construc- 
tion, from the time when only a few- 
were interested and concrete roads 
nine feet wide were built. He discuss- 
ed the progress made m the years fol- 
lowing, telling how rapidly the inter- 
est increased and he finished by re- 
minding the men that throughout the 
state there are close to 2.000 miles 
of concrete pavement and that this 
year alone there are 325 miles under 
construction. Of this stretch. SO miles 
have already been completed and the 
summer is not yet advanced to the 
halfway mark. 
The changes taking place in main- 


tenance activities and its effect upon 
the maintenance organizations' duty 
to the road user was discussed by 
Mr. Rollman. diiision engineer. Mr. 
Rollman said that no matter what 
thev thought, they were engaged in a 
great work, one of the greatest works 
connected with 
the wide 
highway 


movement that is in progress in the 
state of Wisconsin. 


NO EASY TASK 


It is no longer an easy task to keep 


roads in shape, he said. The vast in- 
crease m traffic has meant that the 
road workers have had to step fast to 
keep the surfaces in good condition 
The thousands of automobiles that 
race over highways every year do no 
help to make it an easier job but it is 
the automobile driver, the traveler 
that the patrolmen are sen-ing.
